HITLER NOW IT 
HIGHEST P I T 


IN HIS CAREER 


Fuehrer Officially Proclaims 
End of Austrian Indepen­ 
dence as Thousands 
Cheer at Vienna. 


By WADE WERNER 
Vienna, March 15 (A3)—With 
the imperial palace of the Haps- 
b urgs as a b ackground Adolf Hit­ 
ler today proclaimed the end of 
Austrian independence and “the 
entrance of my native land into 
the German Reich.” 
Madly cheered b y hundreds of 
thousands 
of 
Austrians, 
the 
Fuehrer rode into Heroes’ Square 
outside the palace through the 
great stone arch of the emperor 
which b ears the inscription, “Jus­ 
tice is the foundation of govern­ 
ment.” 
While Hitler presided over the 
greatest trium ph of his meteoric 
career, his lieutenants took over 
all functions of the Austrian 
government. 
The Austrian treasury was ab ­ 
sorb ed b y the German treasury . 
Hitler’s foreign minister 
took 
over all Austria’s foreign rela­ 
tions with the outside world. 
Austria b ecame merely a gau— 
district—of the German realm, 
Vienna 
a 
provincial 
German 
city , Chancellor A rthur Sey sz- 
Inquart merely “governor of Aus­ 
tria”—so addressed significantly 
b y the Fuehrer himself. 
The 
new 
government 
an ­ 
nounced that Jews no longer 
can vote. 
Sey sz-Inquart, introducing Hit­ 
ler to the throng in Heroes* 
Square, solemnly proclaimed to 
the world Hitler had come in 
this significant hour as “Fuehrer 
and Reichschancellor in the hof- 
b urg (palace) of the old imperial 
capital, the guardian of the 
crown.”

Vienna, March 14 
(JP) — Bar­ 
on Karl Von Werkmann, Emp er­ 
or Karl's last secretary , a p rom­ 
inent leader of the non liquidat­ 
ed monarchist mov ement, was 
rep orted today to be dy ing of 
bullet wounds. 
The baron had been confined 
in monarchist headquarters un­ 
der heav y guard since Friday . 
When S. S. (blackshirt) Nazi 
troop ers called this morning to 
take him to their headquarters 
for questioning, an S. S. source 
said, Baron von Werkmann drew 
a p istol and threatened his cap ­ 
tors. 
One account was that he shot 
himself. 
He suffered severe 
wounds in the abdomen and 
thigh. 
The baron’s last article in a 
monarchist weekly p leaded “we 
w ant to live our own lives,” ex ­ 
p ressed loy alty to the new de­ 
p osed chancellor, K urt Schusch-* 


nigg, and outlined the monarch­ 
ists’ up hill fight for p lacing 
Archduke Otto, eldest son of the 
dead 
Emp eror 
Karl, 
on 
the 
Austrian throne. 
T hat hop e is now gone. Prop ­ 
erties belonging to the Hap s- 
burgs, recently returned to them 
by the schuschnigg gov ernment, 
are ex p ected to be reconfiscated 
for use by Hitler y outh as homes 
and training camp s. 
That is what hap p ened to the 
p rop erty of Frau Engelbert Doll- 
fuss, widow of the chancellor 
who was slain in the 1934 Nazi 
p utsch. 
She was no aristocrat, 
but a simp le p easant. 
Frau Doll fuss was able to flee 
with her children, according to 
one rep ort, in a French dip lo­ 
matic car. She and her children 
reached Hungary with money 
which the Schuschnigg admin7 
istration had furnished.

Among the guests was a man 
p olice said was Wilhelm Kunze of 
New York and Chicago, national 
p ublicity director for the Bund, 
who had been scheduled as the 
sp eaker for the meeting
